How they will anſ- 
wer for it another Day, God knows, I pity their Con- 
dition: This world will not laſt always. The Con- 
de of this, I ſay, put me upon it, to write 

hyſic in my Mother-Tongue, I thought, and, yet 
T think I am not miſtaken in my thought, that it were 
& goed, acceptable Work, well pleaſing both to God 
and Man, to employ that talent God hath given me, 


for the repreſſing of this ſo great, fo apparent, ſo

And here by the way let me inſtru you in one notion 
(for I make no queſtion that Phyſicians have kept you in 
Ignorance enough) the liver is the original of Blood, and 
iſtributes it through the Body by Veins and not the Heart, 
as 4riftotle's waking Dreams was, viz. That the Heart was 
firſt formed in Man, and is the ſeat of Blood, and the Sun 
of the Body, as the Sum is the Hear: of the World: But we 
ſhall prove another manner of Microceſmical Sun by and by, 
. ; WAEN- 
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when we cone to ſhew Aſtrologically how Man is formed in 
the Womb. Y:/ingins and many other Anatomiſts which 
danced after 4/otle's Pipe, fell into the fame Error. It's 
uſe is to nouriſh the Body and repair decaying Fleſh ; and 
that you may conceive to be the reaſon why Men which keep 
a very ſlender Diet, fall away in Fleſh, becauſe they want 
Food to breed Blood enough to nouriſh them.

Y O U remember what I told you was the uſe of the 
Veins and Arteries: the preparing Veins and Arteries, 


the 
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the one carrying Blood the other vital Spirits, and all tend- 
ing to the Propagation of Man: All four tend down directly 
to the Stones; tis not my preſent ſcope to tell you which 
way : They ſerve as. Labourers to carry the Stones 
what they nced; as Labourers carry Brick and s Uſe. 
Mortar to the Maſons to build an Houle, ſo theſe . 
carry Blood and vital Spirits to the Stones to make Seed, 
and now you know whereof Seed is made, iK. Vital and 
Natural Blood or Blood and Vital Spirits (which you pleaſe) 
concocted by the Stones. We ſhall have occaſion further to 
ſpeak of this before we come to a concluſion of the Book, it 
is not proper in this place. But ſtop a little, Labourers tem- 
per their Mortar before they bring it to the Brick-layers ;. 
neither is it fit the Stones ſhould & all the Work themſelves, 
having ſour Servants to attend them, therefore theſe four 
Veſſets, though at their firit deſcenſion they keep at ſmall 
diſtance the one from the other, before they enter the Teſ- 
ticles or Stones (call them by which Name you pleaſe) they 
make a curious implication, intertexture, or twiſting the 
ene from the other, which the Greets call axarmumzo (if 
be not miſtaken) the Word ſignifies a 4%, ſometimes the 
Veins go into the Arteries ; ſometimes the Arteries into the 
Veins ; tuen they ſeparate again; the beholding of which 
brings an exceeding deal of delight to the Eye, and. con- 
tent to the Mind (I could ſhew it any Man in the Anatomy 
of a Dog) this implication, weaving or Twiſting (as I call 
before) is that which ſome Chirurgions called Pamfinforms, 
and ſome Corpus Yaricoſum, which was the thing propound- 
ed to be treated of in this Chapter. ̃ 
I do confeſs the ſame contexture of Veins and Arteries, 
though not in the ſame form, may be found in other parts 
of the Body, as in the Arms and Legs, elſe a Man being 
there wounded could not bleed to Death, for unleſs the vital 
Spirit comes out as well as the Blood, he might not looſe 
thc Nouriſhment for the time, he could not looſe his Life.

Ariſtotle, and he finding that the Cæleſtial Sun ruled the right

himſelf that he knew every thing. tho' indeed ne knew no 
thing at all rationally of the influence of the Planets upon 7 


Man, preſently concludes (before once he had looked whe 
ther or no he could prove it ) that it was the Cœleſtial _ | 
whic 
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Which cauſeth the heat and ſtrength of the right fide of the 


Body, which indeed is no ſuch matter, for it is the Microceſ- 


mical Sun within the Body which gives the heat to it, and 
the Microco/mical Moon which gives the radical moiſture, and 
that I prove by Argument, becauſe Man is internally hotteſt 
in the Winter-time, when the Cæleſtial Sun is the greateſt 
diſtance from him, as appears by the quickneſs of his digeſ- 
tion then. Each Stone hath a Muſcle, which the Learned 
called Cræmaſter, from the Greek word rguau, 
Muſcles, which ſignifies to old up, becauſe they pull up the 
Stones in the Act of Generation, that ſo the Veſ- 
ſels being ſlackned, may the better void the Seed. Age 
weakens theſe Muſcles, and then the Stones hang down 
lower than they do in Youth and Health. < 
The uſe of the Stones is, Fi, to convert Blood

| and yet by your leaves, they convert not all the 
Blood that come: to them into Seed, but keep ſome for their 
own Nouriſhment. Secondly, They add heat, ſtrength and 
eourage to the Body, and that appears, becauſe Eunuchs 
are neither ſo ſtrong, nor hot, nor valiant as other Men; 
neither is an Ox ſo hot, or valiant as a Bull.. As for the 
Tunicles or Skin that cover and enwrap the Stones, they 
2 nothing to our preſent ſcope, ſo I willingly onut 
them. | 
Tranſverſe the Stones into a ſmall Body like a filk Worm, 
which is called Epididymis, by one extremity of which, the 
Veſſels call'd Deferentia enter the Teſticles and from thence 
carry out the Seminal matter; from the other extremity 
paſſes that Veſſel call'd Jaculatorium. |

HE Veſſels call'd Deferentia are thoſe which carry the

They ariſe up fromthe Stores even unto the Belly, not far 

diſtant from the Preparing Veſſels ; when they are 
come into the cavity of the Belly, they turn back Uſe. 
again, and paſs to the back ſide of the Bladder, | 
between it and the right Gut, when they come near the neck 
of the Bladder, they are joined to the ceminal Cells, which 
are not much unlike the Cells, of an Honey-Comb ; theſe 
Celis contain an Oily ſubſtance, for they draw the ſofteſt ſub- 
ſtance from the Seed, which they empty out into the paſlage 
of Urine, chiefly in the Act of Copulation: The ſuppoſed 
reaſon is, that the thin internal ſkin of the Yard be not of- 
fended with the Acrimony or fharpueſs'of the Seed. The Vaſa 
Deferentia having paſſed, theſe fall into the Glanduia Proftaice, 
which are the Veilels- ordained to keep the Seed ; to them 
now turn we.

* HE Praſtatæ or Glandule Seninates, are Deſcription, 

of ſuch a body as the Vulgar when they 
find the like in their Meat, call Kernels. 

They are placed between the Neck of the Place. 
Bladder aud the right Gut. Theſe compaſs about 
the Vaſa Deferentia, and through the midſt of theſe paſſeth 
the Urethra, 'or common paſſage both for Seed and Urine ; 
vou may if you pleaſe, call it the conduit of the Yard, I 
know not ſuddenly what fitter Engliſh word to give it; 1 
am perſuaded, and I have {ome hunbred crabbed terms 
to witneſs it, that the Phyſicians have taken far more pains 
to lead Men into ignorance, than I ſhall or can do to dae 
mem 
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them knowledge. The ignorance of our Fore -fathers made 
Phyſicians laugh in their Sleeves; but the end of all things 
haitens, and that knowledge is breaking out, which ſhall ſo 
enlighten the world, that he who hath but half an eye may 
ſee their baſeneſs without a pair of Spectacles. At the mouth 
of the Urerhre, where it meets with the Vaſa Deferen ia, 
which is (I told you in the Seminal Veſſels, is a Caruncle) 
their is another of their Terms) in plain Engliſh a thick ſkin 
its office is that the Seminal Veſſels, being of a Spungy na- 
ture, might not ſhed their Seed againſt their Will. This Skin 
which is very fullof Pozes,the Pores open through heat of the 
act of Copulation, and io gives paſſage to the Seed, which 
being of a very ſubti! Spirit (and the ſubtiler for being 
moved) will paſs through as Quick-ſilver paſſeth through 
Leather; you can fee no holes in the Leather by which 
it paſſeth, neither can you ſee in this Skin, unleſs in we 
Anatomy of a Man that had ſome violent running of the 
Reins when he died, then they are conſpicuous; for indeed 
theſe Veſſels are the proper ſeat. of that Diſcaſe, however 
it came in time to be called the running of the Reins: I 
haye often read that the Reins ſeparate the Urine, but that 
they contain Seed is believed by none but by the Sons of 
Tradition. 8 1 _ 2 

Beſides, many times, by hanging of a Dog, his Breaſt 
being ſwelled by retaining his Breath, and his Bowels be- 
ing compreſſed by ſwelling of that hard dung ſticking in the 
right Gut (which will always be if you give him binding 
Meat the day: before you hang him) doth: io compreſs the. 
Veſſels, that you may plainly.diicern theſe Paſiages or Pores 
open. Many times when Children are cut for the Stone, 
in drawing away the Stone, (which in my Opinion is a like- 


lier way to cure Children) I ſay, many times in drawing 
away the Stone, theſe Veſſels are torn, and then if -haply 


the Patient happen to live, he may keep. other Mens Chil- 
dren if he. pleaſe, but will never be able to get one of his 
own. Their ſubſtance is hard, ſpungy, of the bigneis of a

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CHAP. VI. | 
Of the Tard. 


$ Ron Latins have invented very many Names for the 
Yard, Iſuppoſe done by Venereous People( which Rome 


it ſeems was fall of them, ſince which times Vices have in- 
creaſed there faſter then Vertues) I intend not to ſpend time 
in rehearſing the Names, and as little about its Form and 
Situation, which are both well known it being the leaſt part 
of my intent to tell People what they know, but teach them 
what they know not. | 
I. The Parts of it are partly common fo it, 

and the reſt of the Body. 1/7. The outward ſkin, Parts cf 
which inveſteth the whole Body; the Eyes, the Tard 
Mouth, &c. excepted ; as alſo the top of the common. 
Yard, the Greeks call it d p,, the Latins | 
Cuticula; and we in Engliſh the outward ſkin, or Scarf.ſkin; 

it is very thin, as thin as the Skin you peel off from the out- 
ſide of a Codlin, it is eaſily loſt, and as ſoon grows again, 
and is altogether void of Senſe; you may caſily thruſt a 
Needle through it and feel ns pain: Its uſe is to defend the 


| other Skin from Duſt, Smoak or what elſe might offend it, 


or penetrate its ſubtile Pores 24. The Skin the Greets call 
deu, the Latins Cutis which is ſomewhat thick and full 
of Pores, through which the Sweat and Fulginous Vapours 
of the third concoQticn (which concocts Blood into Fleſh) 


paſs out; theſe Pores are very many, as thick as the holes 


of a Sive, but not ſo big, indeed they are as thick as they 
can be, and ſo ſmall that they are not viſible to the Eye; 

therefore Phyſicians call Sweating and the Paſſage of Va- 
pours through them, ſenſible Tranſpiration, intend they 
are far wider in ſome Men and Women Bodies thaty they 
are in other ſome, and that's the reaſon ſome Sweat more 
eaſier than others do, and ſuch as do Sweat often and eaſily 


are not ſo ſubje& to Fevers as thoſe are which do not, be- 


- Cauſe Fevers are uſually cauſed by Sooty or Fuliginous Va- 
Pours, which infect the Blood: which often Sweating con- 


ſumes, and ſuffers them not to putrifie : Hence it comes to 
| aſs 
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pals that Sweating is a laudable remedy in Fevers, I confefs 
this Skin is ſomewhat thiner upon the Yard than it is upon 
{ome other Parts of the Body flaggy when the Yard ſtands 
not, but ſtiff when it doth ; this Skin is very ſenſible, be- 
cauſe the Nerves concur to make up its Being. And here 
T befeech you to take Notice of another grand Truth, wiz 
That the Brains give Senſe to the Body by the Nerves or Sinews 
(as the Vulgar call them.) And yet Ariftotle for all his great 
Learning, was of Opinion that the Senſe lay in the Fleſh, 
not in the Skin; and Avicer, a notable Arabian Phyſician, 


held it lay in the Fat, which is more ridiculous than the 


former. | 8 | 

3. The Carreaa Membrane, or fleſhy Skin, ſo called be- 
cauſe it lies between the Fleſh, not becauſe its Body is 
fleſhy, paſſeth in other Parts of the Body underneath the 
Fat and ſticks cloſe to the Muſcles ; but in the Yard there 
is no Fat at all, only a few ſuperficial Veins and Arteries 
paſs between the former Skin and this, which when the 
Yard ſtands, are viſible to the Eye. . Theſe are the Parts 


common both to the Vard and alſo to the reſt of the Body, 


which although I have been ſomewhat large about, yet I 


cannot account it tedious, becauſe it conduceth to the teach- 
ing of Knowledge to my Couatry Men and Women, who 
have been too long Reined in with the Bridle of Ignorance 
by Phyſicians, that ſo they might the better be ridden by 
them; for juſt for all the World as the Popiſh Prieſts ſerve 
thoſe they call the Laity, which is but a Word derived from 


the Greet Word a, which is People in plain Engliſh, as 


though the Prieſts were no People, but either Angels (or 
which is more probable) Monſters; as I ſay, the Popiſh 
Prieſts ſerve their Laity, ſo do our Phyſicians ſerve the com- 
monalty of this Nation, vi. hide all from them they can; 
for they know jas well as I know I am alive) that ſhould 
the Vulgar but be a little acquainted with their Myſteries, 
all their Jugling and Knavery would be ſeen, and their 
Wealth and Eſteem, which is the Diana they adore, would 


be put to a non plus; and that's the reaſon when you hear 


any of them cry out againſt me for writing Phyſic in my 
Mother-tongue, they bring no other Arguments than what 


the Papiſts bring for themſelves in the ſame Point; neither 


have 
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have they Wit enough to make any better. One holds the 
Word of God, the other Phy/ic to be a Myſtery, and the Vul- 


gar muſt be ignorant in them both, or elſe they will do 
themſelves a miſchief. A learned Argument! Knowledge 
doth Men a miſchief; what a mad Man was Solonon to atk 
that when he had all the World to chooſe in? he ſhould 
have aſked of God a heap of Money as big as Mount Za, 
and then above three quarters of the People of this Nation 
would have been of his Judgment. Thoſe parts of the 
Yard which are peculiar to itſelf, and to no other Parts of 
the Body are ſix. FH: IM 


1. Two Neryous Bodies. 

2. The Septum. Parts of 
3. The Urethre, the Yard 
4. The Glaus. 3 particular 
&. The four Muſcles. to itſelf

Of theſe in Order. 
The two Bodies (for they are two, though joined together) 
are long, hard and ſinewy; they are ſpungy within and full 
of black Blood; the ſpungy Subſtance of the inward part 


of it ſeems to be woven together like a Net, and conſiſts of 


innumerable twigs of Veins and Arteries. The black Blood 
contained therein is very full of Spirits, and the Latins call 
it Pectiniformis. The delights or deſire of Venus adds heat to 
theſe, which cauſeth the Yard to ſtand ; and that's the rea- 
ſon venercal fights and venereal tales will do it; it needs be 
no ſtranger to any, that Venus (being a Planet cold and 
moiſt) ſhould add heat to thoſe parts, that than the Moon 


(being colder and moiſter than ſhe) ſhould burn by night, as 


the Scripture witneſtes, P/al. 121 6. An Aſtrologer can 
give you a natural reaſon of either, and ſo ſhall I when I 
come to handle the Formation of the Child in the Womb 
Aſtrologically ; the hollow ſpungy intertexture or weaving 
was ordained purpoſely to hold or contain the Spirit of ve- 


nereal heat; ſo that the Yard may not fall before it hath 


done its work ; you ſee what a rational piece the Lord made 
when he made Man. Theſe two lateral or ſide ligaments 
of the Yard, where they are thick and round, ſpring from 
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the lower part of the Share- bone, and not from the upper 
part, as Galen dreamed; at the . they are ſepara- 
ted the one from the other, and reſemble a pair of Horns, 
or the Letter Y, where the Urethræ or common channel of 
Urin and Seed paſſeth between them. 

2. They, ſoon as they come to the joining of the Share- 
bone are joined by the Septum Lucidum, which is my ſecond 
internal part to be deſcribed; it is in ſubſtance white and 
nervous, or ſinewy; its office is to uphold the two lateral 
or fide ligaments, and the Urethre. | | 

3. The Urethre is the third of the internal parts of the 
Yard, and which for all Phyſicians have given ſuch an un- 
couth word, it is nothing elſe but the Channel by which 
both Seed and Urin is conveyed out. | 

It is in ſubſtance ſinewy, thick, ſoft, and looſe, like to 
that of the ſide ligaments before-mentioned, it begins at 
the neck of the Bladder, yet doth not ſpring from it (for if 
you boil the Bladder of any Beaſt, you may ſee it ſeparate 
itſelf from it) but is only joined to it, and fo paſſeth to the 
Glans. ' 

In the beginning of it are three holes; one in the midſt 


2. which is largeſt, which receives the Urin into it; the other 
two are ſmaller, which are ſent from each ſeminal Veſſel to 
it, by which it receives the Seed. 


The Muſcles of the Yard are four, two on each fide. 
But before I treat of them, give me leave to tell what a 


zZ Muſcle is. 4 Muſcle is an Inſtrument of weluntary motion, 
| without which no part of the Body can move iifelf ; the Micro- 
«| coſmical Sun moveth the whole Body, as we ſhall ſhew more 
4 hereafter ; but becauſe there is no way from the beginning 
of a thing to the end, without a mean, ſo the Microcoſmical 
4 = in the Body makes uſe of the Muſcles to move the 
Body. 


It conſiſts of Fibrous Fleſh to make up its Body, of 


2 Nerves for its Senſe, of Veins for its Nouriſhment of Arte- 
Fries for its Vital Heit of a Membrana or Skin to knit it to- 
gether, and to diſtinguiſh one Muſcle from another, and all 
"4 of them from the Fleſh ; you may, if you look, eaſily diſ- 
tinguiſn them in a Leg of Mutton or any other Meat where 
they are. But to proceed, the Yard (as I told you} is

5. Near this are four Caruncles, or fleſhy Knobs, which 
becavſe they reſemble the form of Mirtle-berries, the La- 
tins call them Myrtiformes : Theſe are round in Virgins, but 
hang flagging when Virginity is loſt ; the uppermoſt of them 
is largeſt and forked, that ſo it might receive the Neck of 
the Paſſage of Urine, the other are below this on the fides, 
they all keep. back. both Air and other things from entering: 
the Neck of. the Womb. — 

6. In Virgins the Caruncles or Knobs are joined together 
by a thin and ſinewy Skin or Membrane, interlaced with 
many ſmall Veins, which hath a hole in the midſt thro' 
which the Menſtrual Blood paſſeth, about the bigneſs of 
ones little Finger; in ſuch as are grown up, this is that no- 
ted Skin which; is called Hymen, and is a certain note of 
Virginity where-ever it is found, for the firſt act of Copy- 
lation breaks it. I confeſs much controverſie hath been 
amongſt Anatomiſts concerning this; ſome holding there is 
no ſuch thing at all, others that it is, but it is very rare; the 
truth 1s, moſt Virgins have it; ſome hold all; I muſt ſuſ- 
pend my own Judgment till more Years bring me more Ex- 
perience; yet this is certain, it may be broke without Co- 
pulation, as it may be gnawn aſunder by a Defluxion of 
arp Humours, eſpecially in young Virgins, becauſe it is 
thineſt in them, as, alſo by. unſkilſul Pęſaries, to provoke » 
the Terms, and how many ways elſe God knows. 

What Authors inſert of the Hymen, I can tell you; firt P 
the Arabizns. held it to be a Conjunction of five Veins {© © 
placed on both ſides, that they are joined together: This , 
Opinion was long ſince exploded,

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2. Fernellus and Linus were of Opinion that the ſides of 
the Neck of the Womb ſtuck together, which in the firſt 
Act of Copulation, were broken aiunder, , This is as vain 
as the other; 


3. Severinus Pinæus held it to be a Membrane, which 


bound together thoſe four Caruncles, or ileſhy Knobs, as I 
deſcribed it before. | | | 
4. Veſalius, Fallopius, Caſſerius, and other Talian Anato- 
miſts held it to be a tranſverſe Membrane, occupying the 
whole Cavity of the Neck of the Womb, and placed a little 
certain. | 
Firſt, That where it is, it hath certain Veins in it which 
bleed in the breaking of it; this was that note of Virginity 


which God gave to the Hebrews ; and I mylelf believe it is 


natural in all Virgins, unleſs they break it with their Fingers, 
or by ſome other means. For it was no way probable, that. 


God would have given them for a certain fign of Le xe 


which Columbus and Ambroſe Parry ſay is not always found; 
and Laurentius denies that ever he ſaw it. It is very pro- 
bable the Hebrew Virgins were more chary in preſerving it, 


than the Ztalians were; and good reaſon they ſhould, not 


only for their Honour ſake, but alſo for the command of 
God. The Caruncula or fleſhy Knobs, together with this, 
reſembles the form of a Roſe half blown, and therefore an- 
ciently called a Flower, and thence came the Word to de- 
Hower a Virgin. | | | 

7. The Neck of the Womb is nothing elſe but the dif- 
tance between the Privy-paſſage, and the Mouth of the 
Womb, into which the Man's Yard goes in the act of Co- 
pulation, and in Women of reaſonable ſtature it is eight 
Inches in length.

1. The Mouth is a hole at the entrance into it which may 
be both dilated and ſhut together like a Purſe ; for altho' in 
the Act of Copulation it be big enough to receive the Glans 
of the Yard, yet after Conception it is fo cloſe ſhut, that it 
will not admit the Point of a Bodkin to enter; yet again at 
the Woman's Delivery it is ſo open, that it makes room 
enough for the Child to come out, be it never ſo big. This 
was the matter of Calen's Admiration, and gives cauſe to 
every one of us to admire at the Wonderful Works of God 
in the Creation of Man! Who is there that knows himſelf, 
but may know there is an All. powerful God ? 

If the Matrix be inverted, hardned, ulcerated, have 
Scars on it, or-be too moiſt, there can be no Conception : 
For if it be inverted, it is not directly oppoſed to the Yard, 
then cannot the Seed be directly caſt into it, the Seed cools, 
and by conſequence becomes unfruitful. If it be hardned, 
it admits not the entrance of the Glans or top of the Yard : 


H it be ulcerated, it flies the very touch of the Yard : If it 
| | have 
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have a Scar on it, there is no way for the Seed to enter in 


If too moiſt, it cannot retain the Seed when it is in. Of all 
theſe their Signs and Cures, in another Chapter. Only 
take notice, that Hippocrates in his firit Book of the Diſeaſes 
of Women, affirms, that the often uſe of the act of Copu- 
lation makes the Womb ſlippery, and hinders Conception. 
As alſo, tho' Authors ſay, it is the Inverſion or Hardneſs, or 
Ulcers or Scars of the Womb hinders Conception by ſueh 
means as I recited, it is not probable to me; for Nature be- 
ing ſent in the World by the Eternal God, for the Increaſe 
and Multiplication of Things in the Elementary World, 
hatteplaced a Magnetic Vertue in the Womb, that it draws 


the Seed to it, as the Load-ſtone draws Iron, or the Fire 


the Light of the Candle. I rather therefore think the rea- 
fon why theſe hinder Conception, is this, becauſe the 
Womb is fo buſied in ſaccouring itſelf, that it cannot per- 
ſect any Conception, you know a Man that is fick or 
wounded, cannot Work, tho' his Work lie beſide him. 
The Womb itfelf in Figure is almoſt perfectiy Figures 
round, in Virgins it ee not the bigneſs of a Walnut, 
yet when a Woman hath conceived, it dilates itfelf to that 
Capacity, that it is able to contain the Child with all its 
Appurtenances, It is imall becauſe the Seed is bat little in 
quantity, which it ought to embrace and cherith ; 

it is made up of two Skins, the one internal, the I Frame. 


other external, the external is thickeſt, and very 


{mooth and ſlippery, if you except thoſe Parts where the 
Spermatick Veſſels enter into the Wourb, the internal are 
full of holes. | LE, 7 

It differs much in form from the Matrix of Beaſts, and 
that Galen was ignorant of, for indeed and in truth Galen 
never ſaw a Man or Woman diſſected in his Lifetime, it be- 
ing accounted abominable in his time to uſe ſuch ſuppoſed 
Cruelty upon the dead Corps, and therefore he diſſected only 
Apes, which was the cauſe he wrote ſuch an Apiſh Anato- 
my: It ſeems the Grecians in Galen's Days were as peviſh 
as our Citizens now-a-days are, who think their Children 


or Friends were little leſs than Murthered even after they are 


dead, if a Chirurgeon ſhould but open their Bodies to ſee 
but of what Diſeaſe they died; which if they would but 
B 3 {,. - duffer 
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Auffer, it would tend infinitely to the increaſe of know- 
ledge in Phyſicians, and the good of Mankind in ge- 
neral, yea, and to the preſervation of their own Children 
then living ; for I know divers that have buried their own 
Children of one and the ſame Diſeaſe. It hath but one 
only Cavity, and yet Mundimus his Opinion was, That there 
Ware ſeven Cells in it; and he and Galen (becauſe they were 
famous Men, were followed as little God-a-mighties ihat 
they cannot err) have ſo poiſoned the World with this Doc. 
trine, that moſt Midwives that I have talkod with, hold in- 
deed that the Womb hath ſeven Cells, each able to contain 
a Child a piece, forſooth ; and ſo a Woman may have ſe- 
ven Children at a Birth naturally, and no more; and this 
is juſt as true as the Moon is made with green Cheeſe. 
There is in truth but one only Cavity in the Womb, and I 
cannat but admire why any that hath ſeen a Woman Ana- 
tomized, ſhould be of any other Opinion, unleſs they ſhould 
take the Holes where the Spermatick Veſſels come into the 
Womb, to be Cells. I ſhall (God willing) in my next 
Book ſpeak more of the Conception of Twins in the Womb, 
and alfo how they are ſeparated. I ſhall here end with the 
Womb: For what elſe neceſſary concerning it is to be deſ- 
cribed, the next Book will manifeſt.

in Men, wiz: Two concoct Seed, and of this Judgment 


was Hlippocrutes in ancient Days, and yet Aiſtotie had the 
face to deny that Women had any Seed at all, though againſt 
both Reaſon and Experience. Alfo Jouian Puntamm in his 
Caleſtial Obſervations, goes about to prove the very ſame 
thing in the Moon, which Ariftatle quotes in Women; he af- 


firms, That the Moon only ſupplies matter for the Sum to 


work upon in the Generation of things here below; even as 
the Female doth the Male in the Generation of Man; and 
that he learned of ri/forke, and fo he confeſſes; But thoſe - 
that have ſtudied Hermetical-Phytoophy know. well enough, 
that the moiſture which the Meer bettows' upon the Earth, 
hath an active Principle in it, yea ſuch an active Principle 
that the World cannot ſtand without it, nor Philoſophers 
operate without it. Other Opinions there are, which I ſhall 
not mentian here beeauſe they belong not properly to the 
point in Hand, but reſerve them to their proper Place.

1. They are ſhorter in Women than they are in Men, be- 
cauſe their Paſſage is ſhorter, the Stones of a Woman lying 
within the Belly, but of Men without, in lieu of which

JF is ſo apparent a Truth, that it needs no proof, that 

the reaſon why ſo many Infants die in their Infancy is to 
be ſought for in the Parents, it being clear that the Children 
of unhealthful Parents ſeldom live long; this was clearly 
ſeen by the ancient 4/chymiſts, who referred the Original of 
all Diſeaſes to the Seed of the Parents, even as the Original 
of Plants is in their Seeds; for the Diſeaſes have not their 
Original from the Elements, but from their own proper Seed 
of that Diſeaſe in them. PZ:Joſophers know that the Sun 
makes Gold of one Earth and Flints of another, according 
as they are ſitting, let ſuch therefore as defire to have their 
Children live, ute ſuch means as may keep the 1/?ruments of 


| Gereration pure and clean, and their Blood pure, that ſo their 


Seed being pure Nature having pure matter to work upon, 
make her work perfect and ſo ſubject to live, and not prone 
to die: To this end. I ſhall give here two. general Reme- 
cies to two general Evils, which. I conceive to be the chief 
cauſe of the Death of Children in their Infancy, and ler 
ſuch Parents as defire their Children ſhould live, be very 
careful in obſerving: of them; as for particulars, they may

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made good Seed, and by this means Parents often come by 
the Death of their Infants, even in their Infancy, and know 
not of it. | | 

The Cure of Intemperaney is to be performed by Tempe- 
rancy, and they that uſe it ſhall find by Experience that it 
will not only as a means under God, lengthen the lives of the 
Children but alſo bring ſingular Benefits both to the Bodies 
and Minds of the Patents, for look how much difference there 
is in Purity between Water which is muddy, and Water which 
is clear, ſo much and more alſo there is between the Blood 
and the Seed of thoſe that keep a Temperate, and thoſe 
that keep an Intemperate Diet. I ſhall be very brief in 
Jaying down this, that fo I. may, as much as lies in my Pow- 
er, inſtruct you, and do you good, and not tire your Pati- 
ence with a tale of a Cock and Bull; therefore conſider. 
I. That by a Temperate Diet, I intend that ſuch an ex- 

act quantity of Meat and Drink ſhould be taken into the 
Stomach, as the Stomach is well able to concoct and digeſt 
perfectly, which ſufficeth the due Nouriſhment of the Body 
differently according to the Imploy ment either of the Body 
er Mind; the Meaſure of Food ought to be as much as poſ- 
 Kbly may be proportionable to the quality and condition of 
tze Stomach, the reaſon is clear becauſe it is the Office of 
the Stomach to digeſt it: Hence it appears. 

1. That ſuch as lead a ſtudious Life ought not to Eat fo 
much as thoſe that lead a laborious Life, becauſe the Di- 
geſtion 15 not ſo good ; therefore their Meats ought to be leſs 
in quantity, and lighter of Digeſtion, 

2. The meaſure in reſpect of Quantity is not the ſame to 
all ſorts of People, but very different, and that three ways. 

Firft, In reſpect of the diverſity of the Air, for ſuch as 
hve in hot Countries muſt eat leſs Meat than thoſe that live 
in cold, and leſs in Summer than in Winter, in one and the 
fame Country. 

Secondly, In reſpect of the Perſons themſelves Eating: For 
divers People are of divers Complexions ; and diverſity of 
Complexions requires a diverſe quantity of Food: The 
way for a Man to find out what Complexion he is of, and 


il - allo what quantity of Food is agreeable to that Complexion,

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| is very plainly laid down in my Tranſlation of Galen's ant 
of Phyfic, to which J refer you. a | 
Thirdly, In reſpe& of Age, for Youth requires à greater 
quantity than old Age; and fo do thoſe that are in ealth 
require a greater quantity than thoſe that are Sick: And 
hereby the way, IJ have wiſhed an hundred times, and do 
wiſh fill, chat one fooliſh Faſhion in this Nation were left, 
namely, inciting Sick People to Eat much ; whereas if the 
Diſeaſe come out of Repletion, as moſt Diſeaſes do, Faſt- 
ing is far better Cure for them than Feeding. : 5 
3. Hence it comes to paſs that a greater quantity of ſome 
Meats is to be taken then of other ſome. Meats are more 
appropriated to one Stomach then another, and ſome Meats | 
are lighter of Digeſtion then other ſome. . | 
4. Such as uie bodily Exerciſe ought to take a greater 
quantity of Food, and ſuch as is harder of Digeſtion, then 
ſuch as only lead ſtudions Lives, and exerciſe the Faculties 
of the Mind only; the reaſon is clear; for the Exerciſes of 
the Mind hinder Concoction, becauſe they call up the whole 
Powers of the Spirit to ſuccour the Brain and Underſtand ing; 
hence it comes to paſs, that a Man that is intent upon his 
Study, he regards not what he ſees, nor hears, not what his 
deareſt Friends ſay to him but either he anſwers.them not at 
all, or elſe nothing to the purpoſe. This is the firſt Conſider- 
ation.

Secondly, Appetite many times proceeds from the Appre- 
henſion of the Fancy; Fancy conceives Meat to the de- 
; "WY lightful 
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lightful and pleaſant, and Appetite ſollow's them, when 
Reaſon itſelf teſtifies it to be hurtful. | 
. 2. I ſhall give you ſome Remedies or Rules whereby you 
may find out the fit Meaſure of Meat and Drink; and they 
are theſe; _ * | | 
Fir, If you take ſo much Food at a time, (be it Meat or 
Drink, it matters not) as makes you unfit for Study, or 
other Duties of the Mind, then it is apparent you have ex- 
ceeded the due meaſure ; for it is very clear that all the Of- 
fence that proceeds to the Brain by way of Food, ariſeth 
from the abundance of Vapours which are ſent up from the 
Stomach to the Head, which either would not be at all, or 
elſe ox be pure, if you had not either eat or drank too 
much. : 
_ Secondly, If you find a dulneſs, heavinefs and wearineſs 
after Food, or a proneneſs to Sleep fo ſoon as you have 
eaten, be ſure you have taken too much ; for Meat and 
Drink ought to refreſh the Body, and make it chearful, and 
not to oppreſs it, and make it dull. | | 
Thirdly, Avoid all forts of Food by which you afterward 
End Prejudice, tho' you delight your Palate never ſo much 
when you eat. them; for that which pleaſeth the Palate. 
doth not always pleaſe the Liver; and if they agree not 
with the Liver, they cauſe Curnidities, Cloudineſs and 
Dizzineſs of the Brain, Wind, Diſtillation upon the Lungs, 
So. 
.. Fourthly, I ſhall only give you one Caution more, and 
that is this, ſubſtract from your exceſs in Diet by little and 
little; for Nature abhors all ſudden Changes, tho they be from 
10 to good; As ill Cuſtom got Poſſeſſion over Nature by

| o Come we now. to the laſt Conſideration, in which we 
ſhall endeavour to prove, that Intemperance in Diet in the 
Parents, cauſeth the Death of many of their Children in 
their Infancy, even before any Direction in their Nativities 
come to cut them off: That we ſhall endeavour to do thus: 
Fir, If it cauſe Corruption in the Blood and Seed of the 
+ Parents, it muſt needs haſten the Diſſolution of the Children; 

the firſt cf which we ſhall prove thus: Almoſt all Diſeaſes 
have their Original from Repletion ; vis. Taking = 
| 5 * eat. 
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Body of the Parent conduceth to the Life of the Child, 
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Meat and Drink than Nature requires, or the Stomach can 
well digeſt, as is excellently well laid down by the Wiſe 
Man, Eccleſ. 37, 29, 30, 31. Be not unſatiable in any dainty 
thing, nor too greedy upon Meats ; for exceſs of Meat bringeth 
Sickneſs, and Surfeiting will turn into Choler. By Surfeiting 
hath many Periſbed, but he that taketh heed, prolongeth his Life. 
Secondly, Conſider, that all Crudities are nothing but an 
imperfect Concoction of Food; for when the Stomach re- 
ceives more Food than it can digeſt, the Chyle made of ſuch 
Meat muſt needs be crude, becauſe the Stomach maketh a 
Corruption inſtead of a Concoction. Then conſider, 
Thirdly, The Liver cannot turn bad Chyle into good 
Blood; neither can the Teſticles convert bad Blood into 
good Seed, becauſe the ſecond Concoction cannot amend 


the fault committed in the firſt, nor yet can the third amend 


the Faults committed in the ſecond : Hence you ſee that it 
comes to paſs that Men and Women give the occaſion of 
the Death of their Children before they are begotten. 

Foaurthly, On the contrary, for contraries mightily illuſt- 
rate one another; from a 'Temperate Diet is good Chyle 
cauſed, ſuch as is agreeable to Nature from good Chyle is. 
good Blood bred ; and from good Blood good Seed; and 
from good Seed, ſtrong Children, luſty and healthful, 
which according to the Principles of Nature are ſubject ta 
live. And ſo much for this Chapter.

"Hat ever God ordain'd Men or Women ſhould live idly; 

" 1 never yet read nor heard; and Zycurgus the famous 
Spartan Commander, being aſked the reaſon why he forced 
Young Virgins to Labour? Anſwer'd very wiſely and diſ- 
creetly, that thereby cleanſing their Bodies of evil Excre- 
ments, they might bring forth luſty Children when they 
were Married; a prudent Speech well beſ:eming: the Man 
that uttered it, and very fit to be practiſed in every Come 
mon-wealth. But that I may ſhew how the Exerciſe of the 


conſider 
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conſider it ſtirs up natural Heat in them, there is as much 


difference between 2 Man's Body when natural Heat is ſtir- 


red up, and when it is not ſtirred up, as their is between the 
Earth in V inter and Summer; when the Sun Rirs up natural 
Heat in the Element, the Earth rejoiceth and brings forth 
its increaſe ; when the Sun departs, and by his diftance can- 
not fiir up natural Heat, then the Earth is diſmantled of 
the Beauty which the Spring beſtowed upon her, and mourns 
like the Frees in O?ober : 3 ſo in the Body of Man, if 


natural Heat be capable of Concocting pure and goed Seed 


for the Generation of Man, which it cannot do ſo long as 
# lies Suckling in his own Center, the Microcoſmical Sun. 

2. Moderate Exerciſe equally diſtributes the Spirits 
throughout the Body; and if fo, then of neceſſity they 
mult needs be equally diſtributed in the Seed; thoſe that 
have ſtudied Natura] Philofiphy, know well enough that it is 
the unequal diftribution of the Elements which caufeth the 
Death of all Things ; and the more they are unequally dif- 
tributed in a Thing, the fatter its Diſſolution haſtens; ſo that 
you may reſt aſfuredly confident of the Truth of this, that 
the more equally your Spirits are diſtributed in your Bodies, 
the more equally will they be diſtributed in your Seed; and 
by conſequence ſo much the more probable are your Chil- 
dren to live. 


3. Moderate Exerciſe by opening the Pores, cleanſeth the 


Blood of thoſe fuliginous or footy Vapours which uſually 
offend it: And this is the reafon Sweating is ſuch a good 
Remedy in Fevers. Now then, if the Blood be cleanſed of 
what ofiends it, or corrupts it before it be ſent down to the 
Teſticles to be Wan ee into Seed, the Children bred of 
this puriſied Seed muſt needs be ſtronger, and by conſe- 
quence more fubject to live. - | 
Thus you fee what Reaſon faith to the Point, viz That 
moderate Exerciſe of the Parents conduceth much to the 
Lives of the Children. I ſhall call up my other Brother 
E. Doctor Experience, to Teftify the truth of this. | 
You ſee, nay, you cannot but ſee, unleſs you are wilfully 
blind, that poor People fuch as work hard, and fare hard, 
and are ſeldom Idle, have more Children, and thoſe 
and luſtier of Body, and uſually longer lived than hich won 
Ive 
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live Tdly, and fare deliciouſly ; tell me elſe what becomes of 
all our Citizens Children, there being ſcarce fo many of them 
to be found now, as may be proved have been born in half a 


Year's time? I am confident not ſo many of them are now © 


to be found of ſeven Years of Age : They that will - 
let them be Wile. Rx, 5 y that will be Wiſe, 


A ND thus much fer my Firft Book, which contains the Anatomy

That 


no Creature is Rational but Man (as intending to write of 
it hereafter in another Treatiſe) whereas indeed there is no 


natural Wiſdom which Man hath found out by his Study, 


but the ſame is naturally to be found in the Creatures taken 
in ſenſu conjuncto, nay, and far excelling Man, nay, the beſt 
of Men breathing, when they have ſpent their time, and 


tired their Brains in Study: it's poſſible a few Creatures (as 


Horſes, and Oxen, and Aſſes and the like) which Man 
hath brought up in Slavery, may not be io rational as their 


Mafters. A Bird that has been brought up in a Cage, will 


fly into the Cage again, tho you take him out and ſet him 
on the further fide of the Table; but a Bird that was brought 
up in the Woods, and ſo knows what Liberty is, if you 
nut him in a Cage, he will go near to die 
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The reaſon is, becauſe the firſt knows not what Liberty is, 


but by Bondage is in a fort deprived of Reaſon. Did not 
the wiſeſt of Men ſay, Oppreſſion will make a wiſe Man mad? 


And is madneſs ought elſe but deprivation of Reaſon ? We 
cannot know whether Creatures at Liberty have any Religi- 


on or Knowledge of God or not; we may gueſs from P/a/. 
104. If we do but mark what we read that they have ; 
however this 1s. certain, They never went together by the 
Ears about it as we have done ; but as for an abſolute Com- 


mon-wealth, take it as a. Free State, or Monarchical, Man 


comes as far ſhort of the Wiſdom of Creatures, as I do of 
the Wiſdom of Solomon. 1 
1. That ſuch of the Creatures that hold a Free State, and 


if -Agur may be believed, ſuch are Locus; The Loeuſts have 


no King, yet they go forth in Bauds; They have no Kings 
therefore a free State ; they go out in Bands, therefore have 
they Government. The Word (Band) ſignifies Government

3. A Nervous or ſinewy Production is led from the bot- 
tom of the Bladder of the Infant to the Navel, and this is 
called Urachos, and its ufe (as the Word fignifies, for we 


Ignorance) 
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Ignorance) is to convey the Urine of the Infant from the 
Bladder to the Allantois. 


I confeſs various are the Opinions of Anatomiſts concern- 
ing this, ſome denying any ſuch things to be in the Delivery 


of Women, but only in Beaſts Some ſhew their Ignorance, 
others their Skill in the Art of Piſputation, and ſome few 
their Experience, which I ſhall quote, Barthalozrenw Corbro- 
lius, a Chirurgion, and the ordinary Diſſector of the Ana- 
tomies to the College of Phyſicians at Montpelier in France, 
records an Hiſtory of a Maid whoſe Water being a long 
time ſtopped ; did at laſt iſſue out through the Navel. 
Jolm Fernelius, Pathol. Cap. 13. Records the like of a 
Man of 3o Years of Age, who having a Roppage in the 
Neck of the Bladder, his Urine iſſued out of his Navel 
many Months together, and that without any Prejudice at 
all to his Health, which he aſcribes to the ill tying of his 
Navel, whereby the Urachos was not well dried. Felchier 
Coiter quotes ſuch another, in a Maid of 34 Years of Age 


at Noremberg in Germany; I confeſs there are but ſeldom, 
yet hereby may be proved ſuch a thing as an Urachos in 


Men. | 

Theſe four Veſſels, to wit, one Vein, two Arteries, and 
the Uraches, do join near to the Navel, and are united by a 
Skin which they have from Chorion, and ſo become like a 
Gut or Rope, and are altogether void of Senſe, and this is 
that Women call the Narel-ftring.

Others, as Columella, Pliny, Columbus, and Fernelius, they 
deny the Child to be nouriſhed by Menſtruous Blood; and 
their reaſons are, becauſe it is impure, and this Impurity 
they. prove, becauſe it kills tender Herbs, makes Trees bar- 
ren, and Dogs:mad, and hurts the Women themſelves, ma- 
ny ways cauſing Pains, Swelling, Vomiting, loſs of Appe- 
-tite, Vertigo, the Fits of the Mother, 3 over ſharp and 


cruel Diſeaſes of the Womb; and therefore being thus evil, 


they are not fit Nouriſhment for the Child. A very learned 
Diſpute for a couple of Boys of ſeven Years old a piece to 
decide.

more purified, and the thicker and rawer part of it is con- 
veyed to the Spleen and Kidnies; the thick Exerement of it 
to the Guts, which is that Excrement found there fo ſoon as 
they are born, The pure part is conveyed to the Vena Cava, 
or hollow Vein, and by it diſtributed throughout the Body 
by the ſmall Veins, which like ſmall Rivulets paſs to every 
Part of it.

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Apprentice to a Man of Bealam, as make them Slaves to Tra- 
dition, I drew out a Table in another Form, which preſently 
gave me as much Satisfaction as I deſired; ſo. much as be- 
longs to my preſent Argument I ſhall here quote. You ſhall 
find that cvery Planet in Scorpio governs the Parts of the Body 
which are under the ſame Signs which he is Lord of, the Lu- 
minaries excepted, which do it by Reception, is an evident 
Teſtimony that they have Influence in forming the Child in 
the Womb ; as alſo there is a mixture of the Influence of 
the Luminaries in that Action.

Of the Canception of Tawins. 


A Uthors make ſome flutter about the conception of Twins 
and what the reaſon ſhould be; as alſo how many 


children a Woman might naturally have at one Birth. 


The Ancients held a Woman might naturally have ſeven, 
three Boys, and three Girls, and one Hermaphrodite; and their 
Opinion was grounded upon another as Childiſh (for one 
Error uſhers in another) becauſe they conceived a Woman 
had ſeven cells in her Womb, but long ſince. Anotomiſts be- 
ginning to grow pretty perfect in their manual Operation, 
having Pars out that the Womb had but one Cell, this re- 
diculous Opinion was quickly exploded. 


Others hold a Woman can naturally have but two Chil- 


dren, and their Reaſon is, becauſe ſhe hath but two Breafts : 


i Tknow no Reaſon but why they may as well hold a Woman 


can go but two Miles, becauſe ſhe hath but two Legs. We 
know well enough, that whatſoever is againſt Nature, is mi- 
raculous: And we know as well that tis no: Miracle for a 
Woman to have three Children at one Birth. - 27 ne 
In Ægypt many times Women have five or fix Children 
at one Birth; the reaſon is ſuppoſed to be the Fruitfulneſs 
of the Place, and if fo (as is propable) then let Women 
that would be fruitful, live in Fuitful Places. | 
Ariflotle quotes a Woman that brought fourth twenty 
perfect Children at four Births, ©» . | 
| | | Tragus 
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Tragus tells a Story of another in Ægipt that had fever! 
Children at one Birth. | | 
All this is nothing to what Albertus Magnus talks of for he 
tells of one Woman who had twenty-two perfect Children 
in her Womb at one time, and miicarried of them all; and 
of another who had an hundred and ſifcy at once, all as 
big as a Man's little Finger. | 
Befides, they ſay in a Monaſtery in Holland, there remains 
a Tomb of one Margaret, a Counteſs of Holſtead, who had 
three hundred fifty four living Infants born at a Birth; and 
all Chriſten d. I urge no Man or Woman's Faith to believe 
theſe things: But come, 


Firſt, To the Cauſe of Conception of Twins, or more Children 


than one at once. 


Secondly, Whether Tavins be Conceived at one and the 


fame Time. 


1. The Cauſe why Twins are Conceived. 

Herein Authors are Various: 8 5 

Avicenna and Haly Abbas, held the Cauſe to divers Cells 
in the Womb: but that as I told you, hath long ſince been 
found out as falſe, as what is falſeſt. . 
 Empedecles, attributes it to the plenty of Seed, which is able 


to procreate more than one. 


 Efelepiades, to the ſtrength of the Seed by the ſame reaſon. 
| Ptolemy, tothe Poſition of the Stars, at the time of Copulation. 

2. About the ſecond, which is the greater Queſtion of the 
two, Authors differ much. | 

Some of the Ancients, and almoſt all modern Writers hold 
them to be conceived at one and the ſame act of Copulation; 
the Seed not being ejaculated out all at once. is divided in 
the Womb, and ſo more than one Child conceived. This 
though it ſeems ſomething plauſible, yet it will not hold Water. 

Another Reaſon they give is, becauſe the Womb having 
received the Seed, ſhuts ſo cloſe that it cannot give intermii- 
ſion to any more Seed; and this is as weak as the other. 
For anſwer to the firſt. ; 

The beginning of the Conception is not the caſting of the 
Seed into the Womb; for then a Woman muſt needs con- 
ceive every time ſhe hath carnally to do with her Huſband ; 
but the Exquiſite mixture of the Seed of both Sexes, is the 

very 
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very beginning and cauſe of Conception, and that the Womb 
having but one Cell, can exquiſitely mix Seed in two Places- 
in that Work cloſing it ſelf ſo cloſe, that no vacuum is left, 
is incredible, To the ſecond I anſwer. 

The Womb ſhuts not ſo cloſe, but what Seed is ſuperſiu. 
ous, hath a Place to be let out, 

2. It is the Delights of Venus that opens the Womb at all 
times, for it opens the Muſcles, therefore voluntarily; and. 
why can it not open the Womb at one time as well as at another? 

3. Neither do all Authors agree, that Twins are conceiv- 
ed at one and the ſame time, for Eraſſtratus a famous Phy ſi- 
cian, and all the Stoic Philoſophers, were of my Opinion, 
wiz, that they are conceived at divers times. | 

4. All things are brought to paſs by a due Limitation of 


time; and two Children conceived at onee,. muſt needs be 


born at once, which is impoſſible; he that would know 
more of this, let them but Peruſe the Trutina of Hermes, one 


of the wiſeſt of Men and let him but underſtand what he 


reads, and it is poſſible he may tell you (having the Nativities 
of both Twins) the very Hour and Minute when they were- 
Conceived. Let no Afrologer object to me, that the Tratina 
of Hermes is not exact to a Minute; but let them know, that 
if there be a Truth in it th a Sign aſcending, there muſt needs 
be a Truth to a Degree, and Minute, and Second; for Truth 
comes to a Pun, and the Failing man be in their non-under- 
ſtanding of him. | K-35 

5. All Authors hold a kind of ſtrange thing they call 
Superfertation, in Women: Superfetation, as the Word figgt- 
fies, is a Woman's Conceiving of a ſecond Child, after ſhe 
has conceived of the firſt. | 

Authors are very frequent in Proof of this, and ſome ſuch 
have been known in London. 

I ſhall let paſs what Poets ſay of Alcmene's bringing forth 
Hercules and Iphyclus, one at the end of the ſeventh, the other 
at the end of the tenth Month (they that wou'd read it, may 
find it in Plautus his firſt Play, Amphytrio,) and come to the 
relation of more ſober Authors, and ſuch as are fide digmores. 

| Hippocrates writes of a Woman of Larija, who brought 
forth two living and perfect Children, forty Days diſtant the 
one from the other. | | 
. Ariſtotle, 
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ſome of the Births were two Months diſtant. 
- Rhafis and Awicenmna hold, That all Women that have 

their Terms, during the Time of their Going with Child, 

are ſubject to conceive again. | 

Pliny gives divers Examples of it, Dodoncus in his Obſerva- 
tions, many more. And the like you may read in Laurentius. 


a Woman to perfect a fecond Conception aſter ſhe is conce1- 
ved at the firſt; and if fo long after, as Authors ſay, then 
much more likely ſooner, before the Womb is filled with the 
growth of the firſt. But to make the matter beyond all diſ- 
pute, whereas our Tranſlation ſaith, Gen 42. And ſhe concei- 
ved AGAIN and bare his Brother Abel: "Thoſe that have Skill 
in the Original know, that it ſhould be tranſlated, She Con- 
ecived upon Conception, and bare his Brother Abel, Let 
this put an end to the Diſpute. | 
And then, if the Tratina of Hermes, be true, (I have heard 
many cavil at it, but never any diſprove it, nor bring a bit of 
wile Reaſon againſt it) there you may find a reaſon why two 
Children may be conceived at a month's diſtance, and yet 
born in one Day; and if two Children, lying in the ſame 
Wemb at the ſame time; be at any time conceived at twice, 
is it moſt propable they are ſo always? However, this is ap- 
parent, that by Teſtimony of all Authors, yea by the Judg- 
ment of that prudent Phyſician Dr. RE ASON, a Woman 
may miſcarry of one Twin, and yet go out her whole time 
With the other, as Hippocrates quotes in his Book, De Natura 
Puer. Nay, both Ariſtotle and he, quote Women who brought 
forth two Children at one Birth, and a third fifteen weeks 
I after : Then it follows, that they are little better than Mur- 
bl derers, who force away the ſecond Child the firſt being born 
. before tis time; eſpecially, if the flux of Blood be not great

The very truth is, the Curſe of God for Adam's firſt Sin 

lies more heavily upon Man than. it doth upon Beaſts, and 


Luſt is a greater part of this Curſe ; and the Propagation of 


many Children at once, an Effect of that Intemperancy: 
And that J ſuppoſe to be Hippocrates his Reaſon of forbidding 
Copulation to Women with Child. For my own part, far be 


it from me to forbid it; for I know well enough the Nature 
of Men are ſo vicious, that he mutt have to do with his Wife, 


or ſome other Body elſe in that time, or do that which is 


worſe than either. However, hereby you ſee the Fruits' of 


Original Sin, and what Cauſe you have to be humbled in 
thc preſence of God for it, and require his Aſſiſtance againſt 
the wretched Effects it produceth. 


CHAP. IV.

ANY are the Forms which Authors have left to Poſte- 

rity, of Monſtruous Births; ſome altered in reſped of 

Sex, as Hermaphrodites, ir. Form as Beaſtial, ſome double. bo- 
died, ſome maimed, and many others which would do me 
no good to write of, and you as little to read it. e 
Authors differ much in this Cauſe. _. 

The Divine refers it to the Jadgment of God alone, which 
if true without the help of Nature, then is every Monſter 
a Miracle. „ 

Arologers, they refer it to the Stars, and the Poſition of the 
Moon in deficient degrees, at the time of Conception. 

J cannot cloſe with any of both theſe, neither altogether 
with a third, which are more propable, although perhaps 
the Judgment of 4/tre/ogers may concur. | = 

Some hold the Imagination of the Women to be a great 
Cauſe, by beholding either ſuch Monſters or ſuch Pictures; 
and that's the Reaſon, they ſay, that they are ſo frequent 
in Zgypt, So alſo you may read of one that brought — 

ac 
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Black-more, the Woman beholding the Picture of a Black- 
more hanging in her Chamber. And of a Woman at Pa, 
that broug 12 a Child full of Hair like a Camel, becauſe 
ſhe was ſo ſuperſtitiouſly wiſe to kneel every Day to the Pic- 
ture of John: the Baptiſ cloathed in Camels Hair. Alſo I my ſelf 
know a Woman, this Day living, that in the time of her 
Conception, fixing her Eyes — Mind much upon a Boy 
with two Thumbs on each Hand, ſitting at Dinner by her, 
brought forth a Boy with as many. This I ſay may be the 
Cauſe of ſame Deformity. 

But the greateſt Cauſe of Womens bringing forth Children 
imperfect, or mutilated, or crook-back'd, or with Iſſues or 
| Leproſy, Sc. I take to be, becauſe Act of Copulation was 
done at that time when the Woman had he Menfrua's upon 
her. It was not for nothing God himſelf forbad a Man not to 
touch a Woman at ſuch a time; and from ſuch corrupt begin- 
nings uſually little good proceeds. Although the Grace of God 
is free, and lays hold on whomſoever he pleaſeth, yet uſually 
{I do not ſay always) ſuch as are perverſe in mind and man- 
ners as in Body, Cavendum ab eis quos Deus notavit ( ſaith the 
Latin Proverb) beware of ſuch whom God hath mark d.

ſtrengthening the part afflicted may bring forth contrary Ef- 
fects; and therefore Cinnamon though it binds ina Loſeneſs, 
yet it provokes the Terms when they were ſtopped, and ſtops 
them when they flow down immediately; nay, I have known 
Aurum Potabile ſtop the Bloody-flux in one, and, give another, 
whoſe Body was cacochymical, many Stools, 
2, If Signs of Abortion appear, the uſual way is tolay a 
Toaſt ſopt in Muſkadel to her Navel, and many times it doth 
good, for it is a good Medicine. But to take a little Garden 
anſie, and having bruiſed it, ſprinkle it with-Muſkadel, and 
apply that to the Navel, is far better. RT | 
* Alſo Tanſie put in Ale, as you make Sage-Ale, (I know 
not how to teach you being no Brewer) and a Draught drunk

Alſo I would adviſe Midwives always to keep a Syrup by 
them, made with the Juice of Tanfie, clarified and boiled 
into a Syrup, with twice its Weight in Sugar, that ſo they 
may have it in readineſs to give a Spoonful or two of it in 
ſuch Caſes.

The Third comes frbm Cyprizs, and is like that which 
comes from Afric, but only bigger, having Sand and little 
Stones within 1t 

The Fourth is called Taphin/us, from the Place whence it 
comes. It is found in Rivers, Colour White, in form Round, 
and hath another Stone within it. This 1s accounted the 


worſt of all; but as in ſome things the beſt is bad; ſo in this 
the worſt is very good.

it; I never knew any behmd-hand in that. I wiſh from my 
Heart our State would but be ſo happy to take ſuch a Courſe 
that Women in that Caſe might not want, which they might 
eaſily do, and it would make them dear in the Eyes of God, 
and the Nation. Beſides, The more Childrens Lives are pre- 
ſerved, the more Soldiers will be had when they are needed. 
And let rich People know, and ſay I told them of it, that 
for their poor Neighbours with Child that lack Neceſſaries, 
-or what (happily) they have a Mind to, they being able to 
relieve them, and not doing of it, ſhall by the great God 
of Heaven and Earth, be required another Day at their 
hands; I have freely in the Preſence of God, herein diſ-

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1. Phyfcal? That you may underſtand, this I pray take 
notice that the Omnipotent and only wiſe God having made 
this World of a compoſition of Elements, ordered it 
not only to maintain it ſelf, but alſo to increaſe and multiply 
in a natural way, which is that we call Phyfica/; for evo; 
in Greet, is Nature; and this is that we call the univerſa! 
Providence of God (for his particular Providence to thoſe 
whom he hath united to himſelf by the Perſon of Jeiys Chriit 
is another thing.) The Univerſal Providence I take Ov be that 
which the Sons of Wiſdom call NATURE, and ihe1s placed 
by the moſt high God, as Viceroy over the whole World, and 
therefore as wiſely as ſhe can puts off every Hindrance that 
is an Obſtacle to her Work, in Man's begetting his like;

ſhall be very willing to help in this what I can therefore 


conſider. . 
Firſt, Heat of the reins in the Womb in that Caſe may be 


known by ſwelling of their Legs: When Women with Child 
find their Legs to {well much; let them take it for granted 
that their Reins are too hot. 

Secondly, 'The cure is to, cool the Reins before the time

G Reat heed and great Care is to be taken about this, 


which ſome account but a Trifle; yet in performing 


this Work (which is quickly done) doth none of the leaſt 
Art and Skill of a Midwife appear. That this may be done 
with that Prudence which is required, you ought to obſerve.

The Time is ſo ſoon as ever the Infant is come out of the 


Womb, whether he comes with part of the Afﬀter-birth, or 


without it; for ſometimes the Child brings into the World a 
iece of the Amnios upon its Head; and this is that good 
omen call the Caul, nay, fo ſottiſh they are, to think a 
Child Born with a Caul on his Head muit need do Wonders 
eujus contrarium eff verum. Nay, ſo much Vertue remains in 
the Caul it ſelf, that it will perform as great Acts as Hercules 
in his twelve Labours, abate me but his fetching Cerberus 
out of Hell. Whereas (as I told you) it is only a piece of 
the Aumios. If you find it upon the Child's Head you ſhall 
muſs it there; if you miſs it upon the Child's Head you may 
find it there; And the Reaſon why ſome Children come in- 
'te the World with their Brows crowned with it, is Weakneſs, 
which is an Argument of ſhort Life, and ſuch an Argument 
as ſeldom fails. Well, then whether the Child come with this 
or without it, ſo ſoon as it hath made its Eait, or is freed 
from its Mother, conſider whether the Child be weak or ftrong

A wooden Direction, becauſe Midwives 
Fingers differ ſo much in breadth. We will imagine he means 
four inches. The Ancients jumped generally in that Opinion 
Mixaldus was in this Point a little critical, and yet an honeſt 
Man. and his Criticiſms begat ſome Errors. in ſome Modern 
Writers, and in our Midwives at preſent. Hence { as I ſup- 
poſe) it comes to paſs that Midwives (if Sigellus ſpeak truth, 
or others who are but his Apes ) leave a longer part of the 
Navel-ftring of a Male than they do of a Femate, and their 
| ſuppoſed Reaſon is this. Becauſe in Males they would have 
the Inſtrument of Generatian long, that ſo they may not be 
Cowards in the Sehool of Venus.

His Words tranſlated verbatim are theſe ; 7 
muſt make my ſelf merry with this Opinion; for if it were in the 
Poxwer of Women to make the Privities greater cr leſſer by the cut- 
ting off the Nawel-flring, in ſober ſadneſs, all Nomen labouring 
evith Child, would complain of Midwives, and that deſerwedly too, 
becauſe they left them not a great part of their Navel-ftrings when 
they were Born, that ſo their Priwities being large they might be 
Delivered with more Eaſe. Thus Spigelius, and all the reſt 
harp upon the ſame String. | 1 
Mizaldas orders it to be cut long both in Male and Female 
Children, his Reaſon is, becauſe the Inſtruments of Gene-

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ration follow the Proportion of it. And therefore if it be cut 
too ſhort in the Female, it will be a hindrance to her having 
Children. Taiſner, a Famous Aſtronomer affirms the ſame 
thing. Let no Man prattle to me of Impoſſibilities: If there 
be not an Harmony in Nature, how can it conſiſt?

ture or Binding be very ſtrong, neither cut it off very near 
the Binding leaſt the Binding unlooſe: And let Prieſts prattle 
what they will of the Soul, if the Vital Blood retire back 
through the Navel.

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verum; the good Old Soul was miſtaken, Dr. Experience 
whiſpers the contrary into every good Woman's Ears that 
had more Children than one, I do not juſtly know the 
Cauſe myſelf: And yet this I know, that if my former Cau- 
tions and Inſtructions be obſerved, they will be either none 
at all, or very few. If it be not too late to help it (for Women 
will be wilful as well as Men) boil an Egg ſoft and pour out 
the Yolk of it with which mix a ſpoontul of Cinnamon- 
water, and let her drink it; and if you mix two Grains of 
Ambergreaſe with it, it will be better. I hold FVerwain 
taken before; to be as good as either. | 

2. Take Onions and boil them wery well in Water, then flamp 
them with Oil and Cinnamon, and Seeds, in Powder, ſpread them 
upon a Cloth and apply them to the Region of the Wemb.

If fhe bring 
fortha Female Child, jhe ſhall continue in the Blood of her Purifita= 
tion threeſcore and fix Days. I know not how to underſtand 
this Scripture, unleſs it be confined only to Abrahams Houle- 
hold and their Seed to whom the Lewitical Law was only 
written as a rule of Practiſe: And Experience will teach us 
that Hippocrates his Rules were only calculated for the Meri- 
dian of Greece, and very ſeldom found Authentick in our 
Hemiſphere. Beſides, Women that give their Children ſuck 
themſelves, have them not ſo long as thoſe that do not. And 
if that Blood be impure (as I ſhewed before, and as is a- 
greeable to Reaſon) then is it not fit a Woman ſhould give 
her Child ſuck very ſpeedily after her Delivery; for if the 
Blood be impure, how can 1t breed good Milk ?

Alſo when the terms come forth at 12 Years of Age, it is 
ſign of a hot Womb, and when they laſt lony the blood is 
red hot, but not very much , In an old Conſtitution they 
come later, and the Blood 1s cold and wateriſh, and they end 
ſooner, If it be hot and moiſt they flow plentifully, and laſt 
till after Fifty. If it be hot and dry, the Blood is yellow, thin 
and ſharp, and prick the Privities. 

If it be coldazd moiſt, the Blood comes late forth with dif- 
ficulty, and it is whitiſh and thin If it be cold and dry, the 
Terms come forth very late, and with difficulty, and ſeldom 
continue till Forty, and the blood 1s thick and little. | 

The third Sign is from Lechery : For they who have hot 
Wombs, deſire Copulation ſooner and more vehemently and 
are much delighted therewith : They who are cold, do the 
contrary.-'Fhe hot and moiſt are not tire with much Venerx. 
The hot and dry have great Luft and a Frenzy if they want 
it: But they are quickly tired becauſe they have but few Spi- 
rits. If it be cold and moiſt they are not ſo ſoon Letcherous, 
and are eaſily ſatisfied; and if they miſcarry often, the Womb 
is made colder, and they delight not in the Sport: But Co- 
- py doth them good, ard makes them more Youthful, 
If it be cold and dry, they deſire not a Man in a long time, 
and take no delight, becauſe the Spirits are few. 

The forth Sign is from often Cenception : For the hot 
Conceive often, and bring forth Males or Viragoes if the Seed 
of the Man agrees with it The cold doth the contrary. 

A hot and moiſt Womb is very fruitful, if the Man be well 
tempered ; and though he be old and weak, Yet ſhe will 
Conceive by him. Sometimes they have Twins, or over-do,

Hot and dry are fruitful, but not ſo much, as the former. 

Cold and moiſt are hard to conceive, eſpcially when they 


are in Years: when they are Young, and the Seed of the Man

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is hot and dry they conceive Males; but ſeldom well ſhaped 
or healthful? and the Wonan while ſhe is with Child, is ſickly. 

A cold and dry Womb is commonly Barren; and if they 
conceive, the Man's Seed is hot and moiſt ; they bring forth 
Females; and if Males they are tall, and quickly look old.

E A T of the Womb is neceſſary for Conception; but if 
it be too much, it nouriſheth not the Seed of the Mans 
but diſperceth its Heat and hinders the Conception.

That body which you may feel ſtir is 
the Stones, and that blind Veſſel which Fa/Zzpzzs found cut, 


which be compared to the great End of a Trumpet, called 
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Fallopius his Trumpet, For the Stones hang, and the Body 
of the Trumpet is like a Pipe, looſe and moving; and when 
they are full and ſwell with corrupt Sced and Vapours, they 
move too and fro, and aſcend as high as the 
Navel. And the Stones with the Trumpet make Antropago. 
this round Tumour of the Womb, which is felt 46. 2. 34. 
in Women, as Niolanms obferves. 
Whatſoever makes corrupt Seed in the Stones The Caves. 
of a Woman, and fills them with evil vapours 
and wind, is the cauſe: Of which in ſuffocation of the 
Womb. For the Cauſe is like in both, only in Suffocation 
the Symptoms are worſe, becauſe the evil Vapours are then 
more freely carried by the Veins, Arteries, and 
Nerves, afflict the principal Part. The Woman The Signs.

eth a Pain at her Heart, and ſhort Breath, without ſleeping 
or doating, or other Symptoms, and there were Cauſes that

Queſt. Whether can a Woman Conceive that never had Terms ? 

They are called by ſome Flowers, becauſe they go before 
Conception, as Flowers do before Fruit. But many have 
Conceived that never had their Flowers, being hotter by Na- 
ture, as the Indians, that never had any Flowers; and Vi- 
ragoes that uſe more exerciſe. But if theſe have no more 
Blood than will nouriſh their Body, they are barren. 

If any Thing abound that is not required for Nouriſh- 
ment of the Parts, and is fo much that Nature cannot en- 
dure it in the Body, the Womb draws it to it when it hath 
conceiv'd to make up the Child: Of which hereafter. 

Queſt. 2. Whether Menſtruous Blood is only ſuperfluous in 
Quantity, or bad in ręſpect of Quality? 

Writers diſagree about this. Some fay it is bad in Quan- 
tity and Quality, and venomous by the Effects, as making 
Ivory obſcure, and infecting-Looking-Glaſſes, corruptin 
Wine, by a Vapour from the Body of a Woman that hat 
her Flowers. 

Others ſay they offend only in Plenty : For if it were ve- 
nomous, it would not be a whole Month in the Body, and 
it could not form the Child, nor would Nature make Milk of it. 

Therefore menſtruous Blood only offends in Quantity, 


and not in any manifeſt or hidden Quality. But it hath

I think with the Ancients, that there is iomething in theſe 
Parts that diſtinguiſheth Virgins, from Women, which is vi- 
olated in the firſt Copulation, Many ſay they have it, and we 
may believe them: For it is certain, that there is an A'tera- 
tion at firſt in Virgins, which cauſeth Pain and Bleeding, 
which is a Sign of Virginity. 5 
But what this is, it is not yet known manifeſtly : Some 
ſay it a nervous Membrane, with ſmall Veins, which bleed 
at tbe firſt bout; ſome ſay, there are four Caruncles tied to- 
— with ſmall Membranes : Some have obſerved a fleſhy 
Cirele about the Nymphe, with obſcure little Veins, which 
makes the Membrane not to be nervous but fleſhy, 

To be ſhort: I ſuppoſe it to be certain, that the Part which 
receives the Yard, is not in them that have uſed a Man, as in 
Virgins, nor is it alike in all; and this hath cauſed the diver- 
fity of Opinions in Anatomitts. Moreover this is not found in 

all Virgins, becauſe ſome are very luſtſul, and when it itch- 
eth, they put in their Finger, or ſome other Thing, and break 

the Membrane: Sometimes the Midwives break it.

It is beſt to begin in the Spring or Summer. Af- e 
ter a Clyſter, open a Vein in the Ankle.

the thick cold Humour, and make it thin; and be- 
cauſe it is too much to he purged at one, prepare and purge at 
once, prepare and purge often, and mix attenuaters and cut- 
ters with your Purges. 

When the Humours are above the Stomach and Meſentery, 
it is good to vomit, thoſe that can eaſily vomit, and to give 
Liver Phyſic, or Spleen or Womb Phyſic, even as in Louco- 
phlegmacy, fee the Chapter of Terms ſtopt.

That Vapour is like Air or Wind, thin and little, but very 
ſtrong, to get preſently through the whole Body: It chiefly 
aſcends to the Gullet, and cauſeth choaking, as cating of 
Muſhroons, Hellebore, and other Poiſons. There is often 
Hort difficult Breathing, with Heart ach, Vomiting, and 
Loathing. If the Vapour go firſt to the Heart, the Motion 


of it ceaſeth, and there is ſwounding, and ſhe falls down. 
If it goto the Brain the animal Actions are hurt. 


When ſeed and Terms corrupt in the Wombs with other 
bad Humours, they breed this evil Vapour; becauſe they 
are the beſt Subſtance, and the Beginning of 'Generation, 
they are worſt when corrupted, eſpecially iced doth hurt the 


whole Body.

It is an immoderate diſire of Venery, that makes Women 
almoſt mad, or a Delirium from an immoderate defire of Ve- 
nery. It is without a Fever, and with Heat, and ends with 
Madneſs. There are degrees in it, for modeſt Women that 
have it, will not fer ſhame declare it, and die of Conſumpti- 
ons. Others will not conceal it. but ſpeak their Thoughts 
bawdily, and follow Men, and ſollicits them ſhameleſly, as 
Hippocrates writes in his Book of Virgins Deſeaſes. | 
In immediate Cauſe, is Plenty of hot and ſharp The Caves. 
Seed againſt Nature, but next unto that which is natural ; 
it is a little biting, ſwelling and forcing Nature to let it out 
by Letchery. The Brain is only hurt by Conſent, and the a- 
nimal Actions by an external Error, or too vehement Obje&. 
The Part firſt affected in the Womb is the Nymphæ, which 
you hot, and ſwells, but the Nymphz are not properly the 
Seat of Venery, but the Ciitorit, which was ce; by the 
ſame Name anciently.

feth this: For when it aſcends by the Veins and Arteries, 1s 


begets other Diſeaſes: But when it gets to the Nerves, or to 
the Fountain of them, it cauſeth the Epileph. In ſome the 
whole Body hath a Convulſion; in others ſome Part only, 


as the Eyes, Head, Tongue, Hand, or Leg, and the out- 


ward ſenſes are diverſly taken. Some ſee not, ſome hear 


not, ſome ſee and cannot ſpeak, ſome dote, and think they 


ſee ſtrange Things, ſome cry out, and knew not why. All 
looſe the ſenſe of Feeling. 

If the Vapour be not very malignant, they return to their 
work after the Fit, as if they had not been ill. 

It is known by what he hath been ſaid: For here is not a 
only a Convulſion, as in other Efilepſies: But divers ſymp- 
toms, as in ſuffocation of the Womb. They ſeldom foam 
at the Mouth; becauſe the brain is not ſo ſhaken as to cauſe 
foaming. Nor is the Vapour ſo fixed in the roots of the 
Nerves, but they often do hear. 

It is grievous and hath grievous ſymptoms ; but it is not 
ſo bad as a true Ep:/epfies. And if you give proper Medicines

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Conception is of fruitful Seed ſpent by a Man, and mix'd 
with a Womon's Seed to Perfection, for the making of a 
Child, by the retentive and altering Faculty of the-Womb : 
Hence it is neceſſary that both Seeds are fruitful ; that is 
hot, full of Spirits, and well tempered, and a fit Subject for 
2 Soul, and that both ſpent at a time, and there mixed and 


retained together to produce a Child. 


Alſo the ſucking of the Womb is neceſſary, and that it 
ſhould lay up and embrace it, 10 that there be no Space be- 
tween the Seed and the Womb. Sometimes the Womb 

reedily ſnatcheth and embraceth the Seed, but doth not 
eep it, but lets it come forth two or three Days after, or 


Keeps it to no Purpoſe, and brings it not to Action, as in a 
falſe Conception or a Mole. Moreover, there muſt be blood 


in readineſs to get the Child, or beſprinkle it when it is firſt 
formed, and to nouriſh it after. | 
Therefore, if 'Terms be wanting, as in Girls, or be ſtopt 


or gone, as in old Folk, expect no Conception. If they flow 


not by reaſon of Labour, and too much Exerciſe. the Con- 
ception is not hindered, if there be but Blood enough to 


ſorm the Child. Hence it is that Women that are brought 


to bed conceive again before they have their Terms.

Womb, or whena Woman hates her Huſband, 


Attraction is hindered by Tumour or Ulcers in the Womb, 
or by its being diſplaced, as Hippocrates. They,

their Womb is flopt up with the Caaul, and they con-. 
ceiwe not till they are lean. But the more probable Reaſon of 
not conceiving, is the Matter of the Seed turning into Fart. 

The fourth Cauſe is, the Retention of the Seed, hurt by a 
moiſt Diſtemper ; then the Womb 1s weak, and the Fibres 
are looſe, ſo that it cannot contract itſelf to retain , and the 
Seed, by reaſon of its Slimineſs, cannot ſtick there. Alſo, 
if the Womb be too thick, not fleſhy and ſoft, and be not 
ſprinkled with Blood, as it is in fome by Birth, which makes 
them barren, and in ſome after they ceaſe to Conceive. 

If the Orifice of the Womb gape, after hard Travail and 
Abortion, by which the Fibres are looſened and weakened, 
and the Retention of the Seed hurt. And if a Woman, at- 
ter Copulatien, cough, ſneeze, cry out, dance, or be an- 
gry, or frighted, the ſame may be. 

The fifth Cauſe of Barrenneſs, is the hurt of the altering 
Faculty, which brings in the Form and Act into Seed: For 
if there be not a due Proportion between the Womb and the 
Seed, there is Barrenneſs, as Seeds are choaked in marſhy 
Ground, or die, or are burat in dry and ſandy Ground: So 
Man's Seed is ſuffocated in a meiſt Womb, anddry'd up in a hot 
Hippocrates ſpeaks of the true Proportion between 
the Womb, as it is fit to cheriſh this or that Seed, 5 Apb. 52. 
thus: Women that have thick and cold Wombs, con- 
ceive not, and they whoſe Womb is too meiſt. For they quench the 
Seed. Nor do they Conceive that have dry and burning Wombz : 


For the Seed is corrupted in them for want of Nouriſhment, They

fometimes from a hotand dry Diſtemper that cannot nouriſh 
the Seed, or from the enlarging of the Orifice after 
Child- bearing, or from Humours, or being diſplaced, or the 
ſtraitneſs of the Veſſels, or want of Terms, or too many, 

Hence we may gather, that Barrenneſs is oftner from a 
Fault in the Women than the Men: For in Men there is no- 
thing required but fruitful Seed ſpent in a fruitful Womb, 
But Women, befides their meeting of their own Seed, muſt 


receive, retain, and nouriſh the Man's; and afford Matter 


for the forming of the Child, in which divers Accidents 
happen; and any of theſe will cauſe Barrenneſs. 5

Sometimes there is an extraordinary Cauſe, as Imagination,

For the firſt, the Mother lived twenty-eight Years after 
ſhe had this Child, therefore it is not credible, that the Womb 
was ſo cold, that it might hinder Putrefaction, as ſome think 
It ſeems more probable to be, that theſe Queſtions, Expla- 
nations depend upon one Principle for the cauſe that made 
the Stone's hardneſs kept the Child from Putrefaction; but 
what that is, it is obſcure. | | | 
Many fly to the efficiency of the firſt Qualities, others to 
Drineſs, others to Coldneſs, others to both. I acknow- 
ledge Heat, Cold and Drineſs to be helping cauſes for breed- 
ing of ſtones in Man's Body; but the chief cauſe is a ſtone 
breeding Juice or ſpirit, of which I have ſpoken at large. 

The Principles of Generation were —__ in this Child, 
and impure; and this ſtone- breeding Juice was mixed with 
the Blood in the Humours: Hence it is, that it was not born 
alive, asin a Mole bred in the womb, which Women have 
till they are old, and die with it, and yet it ſtinks no more 
than Stone, bred in moſt Parts.

Of the Signs of Conception, 


1 F ſhe keep the ſeed, it is a fign ſhe hath Conceived and 
a Man may know that the ſeed is kept, if he find in Co- 
pulation that his Yard is ſucked and drawn by the Womb, 
and the Privities are not moiſt. And if ſhe perceives little or 
no ſced to come forth again and grow chil and quiver, and 
perceive a twiching in her Womb, from the great Delight; 
and the Mouth of the Womb cloſeth, and the Terms ſtopt. 

But they aredeceived when they count or reckon from the 
Noppage of the Terms. For ſome have their Terms twice 
or thrice after they have Conceived, and have them all along 
without Hurt. | 
The chiefeſt ſign of Conception is when there is at firſt 
loathing of Meat, pewking, Pica or preternatural Appetite 
and Vomitting.. And when they bate that they earneſtly 
affect, or faint when they think of them. 

About the fourth Month the Child moveth, which is not

HE Diet is either for ſuch as are ſound, or as have 
Diſeaſes. 

As for the Air Hippocrates ſaith, If there be a 4bor. 52 
© wet warm Winter with Southerly Winds, a dry- 
ing Spring with Northern Winds, they who conceive 
in the Spring abort upon any ſmall occaſion. Or if they 
bring forth, their Children are weak and ſickly, or die, Let 
her avoid all evil Scents, as of Rue, Penny-royal Mints, Caſ- 
tor, and Brimſtone. Some cannot bear ſweet ſcents, let 
them not look upon terrible Things, nor hear great Noiſe 
of Guns. | 

Let Meat be eafy of Concoction; let her eat Quinces to 
ſtrengthen the Child, or ſweet Almonds with Honey; ſweet 
Apples, Grapes. Let her abſtain from ſharp Meats, very 
bitter, or ſalt, and things that can provoke Terms, as Gar- 
lick, Onions, Olives, Muſtard, Fennel, Pepper, and all 
Spices. In the laſt Months, Cinnamon is geod ſummer 
Fruits are nough for her, and all Pulſe. When the Child 
is bigger, let her Diet be more: For it is better for Women 
with Child to eat too much than too little, leſt the Child 
ſnould want Nouriſhment. 


Let her drink Mederately of clear Wine not exerciſe two 


much nor Dance, nor ride in a Coach that ſhakes ; let her 
not lift any great Weights in the firſt and laſt Months, In the 
ninth Month let her move a little more or dilate the Parts, 
and ſtir up natural Heat. | | 

Let her abſtain from Venery in the firſt Months, leſt there 
be a Mole or Superfatation, or the Child be hurt, but ſhe 
may uſe it moderately in the laſt. | 

She may bathe in the laſt Month, once in a Week to

for it goes to the Stomach, and to the Head Firſt, they loath

2, Palpitation of Heart, and Fainting, is from Vapours 
that go to it by the Arteries, or from blood that abound- 
eth, and cannot get out of the Womb, but aſcends and op- 
preſſeth the Heart. Uſe Cordials, as in a Syncope, inwardly 
and outwardly. If it be from too much blood, as in a Ple- 
thory, open a Vein. | 
3. Watching is from dry ſharp Vapours, that trouble the 

animal Spirits, Then uſe Frictions, and waſh the Feet at Bed- 
time, and give ſyrup of Poppies, dryed Roſes, Emulſions 
of ſweet Almonds, and white Poppy-ſeed. 

4. There is Pain in the Loins and Hips from the weight 
of the Child or from the Terms ſtopt, or growth of the Child, 


that ſtretcheth the Ligaments of the Womb and parts adja- 


cent; if there be Plethory, bleed. If it be from the weight 
of the Child, hold it up with ſwathing Bands about the Neck. 

5. There is a Flux of blood at the Womb, Noſe, Hæmor- 
rhoids, from Plenty, or from the Weakneſs of the Child that 
takes it not in, or from evil Humoeurs in the blood, and ftir 


up Nature to ſend it fourth. Alſo the Veſſels of the Womb 


may be broken or torn by Motion, Fall, Gough, or trouble 
of Mind.

62 
blood only there is leſs Danger, ſo it flows by 

the Veins of the Neck of the Womb; for it takes away Ple- 
thory, or takes not nouriſhment from the Child. 

If it be from the Weakneſs of the Child that draws it not, 
Abortion often follows, or hard Travail, or ſhe goes beyond 
her Time. If it flows by the inward Veins. of the Womb, 
there is more Danger by the openneſs of the Womb. If it 
come from evil bisod, the Danger is like a Cachochymy, 
which is like to fall upon both. If there be Plethory, open a 
Vein warily, and uſe Aſtringents. As, Take Pearls prepared 
a ſcruple, red Coral two (imples, Mace, Nutmeg.. each @ dram-; 
Cinnamon half a drachm make a Powder, or with Sugar Reuls ; or

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give this in Broth. Take red Coral a dram, Pearl half a dram, 
precious Stones half a ſcruple, red Sanders half a dram, Bole a dram 
feeled Zar. h Termentil-roots ecch two ſcruples; ww:89 ſugar of Roſes, 
and Manus Chrijti, with Pears fix drachms, make a Poxwaer.

THIS is rather from weak ſeed, or little Nouriſhment 


or bad, cauſeth many Diſeaſes in the Child. 

To hinder Abortion and Death of the Child, know right- 
ly the Weakneſs, as Hippocrates ſaith they that 
vill abort bade firlt Breaſts that fall aweay which 5. Aph. 53. 
is from want of Nouriſhment in the common 
Veins of the Womb and Breaſts. Hippocrates 5. Aph. 53. 
hath a ſecond ſign, which is this: Y Mo- 
man with Child is weak. 3. If the Terms Hippocr. 
flow often, the Nouriſhment is taken from 5. Apb. 56. 
the Child. 4. A Mother often and long 
being ſick, ſhews that her Child is weak, becauſe her blood 
is not good, and the bad Humours with the blood go to 
nouriſh the Child, which makes it ſick. 5. When the 
Mother hath a Flux of the Belly, the Child is weak. 6. 
When it begins to move, and is * felt, it is weak. 

If it be from theſe Cauſes, take them away and ſtrenthen 
the Child; firſt, feed the Mether high with Meats of good 
Juice, and ſweet Almonds ſteep'd in Honey, Raiſins, Quin- 
ces; outwardly thus: Take Malmſey three pints, diffetve it in 
Oil of Nutmegs by Expreſſion half” an ounce; add Powder of 
Cleves, Rue each half an ounce; Roſe, Sage, Marjoram, Penny- 
royal Water, each a pint; Aqua vitæ three ounce: Dip Spunges 
in it, and apply them under the left Breaſt, to the Arm- pits 
Hams, Pulſes, Soles of the Feet; and when they dry, wet

Of Child bearing in Ceneral. 


HEN the Child can no longer be contained in ſo ſmall 

a Place, being grown, and requiring more Nouriſh- 

ment. 1t kicks and breaks the Membranes and Ligaments 

that held it, and the Womb by an expelling Faculty, ſend 
it forth with great ſtraining, and this is called Travail. 

It is either natural or not natural, legitimate or illegitimate. 
The natural is, when the Child comes with the Head for- 
ward and Heels upwards, with Hands and Arms to his 
Thighs, and ſo the other parts eaſily follow; then the Am- 
nios is broken, and the Water that was laid up in the time 
of being with Child flows forth, and moiſtens the Paſſages; 
then the Child with more force breaks the Acetabula, from 
which the Secundine 1s ſeperated, and theother Membranes 
are broken, and the blood flows into the Cavity of the 
Womb, and the Child gets out by its expulſive Faculty with 
ſuch Force, that it ſeems to fall rather than to be expelled, 
and the bones of the Privities muſt needs be divided. 

That which follows, the birth, is above human Capacity 
namely, the Tranſpiration of the Navel Veſſels and Lungs, 
and Heart in the Infant, and why Nature ordered it, of 
which Galen elegantly in the 15th Book OF the uſe of Parts, 
and 6th Chap. 

There is alſo a legitimate Birth when it is according to the 
law of Nature; and an illegitimate, when it is before, or

ture, that fhe may expel them.

All ſay, That Filth and Naſtineſs alone is the Cauſe of 
Lice ; but J think not, for Filth alone cannot do it, without. 
Heat; for, beſides the firſt Qualities, there is a hidden 
Force in the Matter, by which it is diſpoſed to produce a par- 


t.cular Species ; for Fleas and Worms w:il not breed of that 


Matter which breeds Lice : So it is in Plants. 

Heat 1s the helping cauſe which raiſeth the ſeminal Force, 
and brings it into Act; and though the Matter be putrid, it 
doth not work upon it. but as it is ſomewhat Natural. 

Excrements are not preſently putrid, but there is in them 
a Heat that can raiſe forming Force ; and though there 1s 
ſome PutrefaRion, yet is not ſo great as to hinder the Aion; 


hence it is, That Children and Women that are hot and 


moiſt, have many Excrements that are fit to breed Lice. 
Some Meats breed Lice, as Figs by their 
Gal. Cribr. Auſc. fat juice, which doth naturally tend to 
the Skin and Varieties of Meats, and not 


cleanſing nor combing. The place where Lice breed in 


Children, is the Skin of the Head, where they itick faſt with 
the Hair, eſpecially if there be Scabs.
